assessing, rating, and Taxation of Mines in England: Be it there* 

5 fore enacted by the Queen’s most Excellent Majesty, by and with 
the Advice and Consent of the Lords Spiritual and Temporal, and 
Commons, in this present Parliament assembled, and by the Autho- 
rity of the same, 

I. That henceforth the Mines in Ireland shall not be assessed, rated, Mines in 
10 or in any way taxed otherwise than the Mines of England are now Ireland not 
by Law liable to be rated, assessed, or taxed, notwithstanding any & c . ot hei- 
Statute, Law, or Custom to the contrary : Provided however, that no- wise than 
thing herein contained shall be taken to affect any Proceeding hereto- England, 
fore taken upon any Action brought before the Commencement of 
15 this Act.
